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In the morning on 5 August 194V, W. H. arrived in BBKLIH 
cboerd the US train. immediately he went to 10 Bozener3traece. 
Aft.<rr loolcing for this place for a while, he found the report- 
ing sKtetion, he had been informed about. It was ooouplad by two 
German b wjio knew the password. He learned that this apartment 
had been especially prepared for Operation EIREWEED end that 
the arrival of* the dependents of HUH. had been ejcpeotied for 
some days. *’ 

The two Geinans told W.R. that he should go to pi oh up 
his dependents immediately. however, wanted to deliver 

Col. DEANE* s letter to Col. adNHEB in ecoordanoo with his order. 
■'This way, he wanted to obtain the right certificates enclosed 
in th©*letter. In order to have this arranged, sevsral tele- 
phone calls Red to^be made. About 1500 ho utb , a man in civi- 
lian clothes’ appeared who gave the right certificates to W.H. 

From -the proceeding^, and conferences happening between 1000 end. 
1500 hours; K.JH. got the impression that the following mis vmder- 
standing had occurred when the operation" was prepared; 

... The Ua office in BERLIN believed that N.H^'s. dependents 
; could come et any given mome nt. They did not Saiow that - the 
situation for Operation FIKEWXED had to be investigated and the 
persons ii£ question had to be contacted:, first. On 3 August 1947 
after 1500 hours, W-H. started the first part of hia mission e is . 
it had been scheduled; He tried to find a person willing tcP 
contact HILGKR' .s daughter (who will be called I slice in the fol- 
lowing) . e 

At first, W.H. contacted the family LIMBZRp living at 
10 Franzatrassp in LANiiWlTS. <■ He learned that fir. IBJBERG had 
left for the Western zones and that Mrs, LIMB ERG had to stay / . . 
yfith her old mother. In case W.H. woiil&not, find enyb^dy else, 
however, Mrs; LIMB ERG ys willing^ to go to see Isllca. 

'Thereafter, W.B. 4pntaoted the second per eon,, the art 
painter HENZJW, as it had been scheduled. Mr. 'HENZEN was elao 
not eble to establish the connection because he had to'gogon.a 
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trip the next day. In case of emergency, however, Mrs. HHIZEJ 
"'was rilling to do it. 

For the night from 3 - 4 August 1947, W.H. returned to 
10 Bozaneratr»3se. ' During the -lute evsaing hours, the follow- 
ing Incident happmed: German pollowsen appeared and made In- 

quiries about the occupants of the apartment recmtly rented. 
Probably, they had beon informed by the landlady. Apparently, 
the closed shutters end the improvised telephone connection had 
caused suspicion. It was necessary , to cell c- US lieutenant who 
arrived in uniform by jeep and lntervaaed. Because of this in- 
cident, the apartment at 10 Sozenerstresse w<-£ given «q> on 4 
August 1947.-.. 

On 4 August 1947 in the morning, Yi.H. contacted the third 
person, Mrs. SCH0PB\E. There, W.H. learned the address of e 
cousin of Talks' a husband: Ernst TKIERICKENS, a former oaptcifl 

with an artificial log, living at 47 Fusenenstrasse. At Mr. 
TStERICHHiS* , W-H. was told that Isiks had spent a night there 
on 25 July 1947, Furthermore, W.H. learned from THIERICHEN6 
the name of a student, BAECKER, who had been /chare oteri zed by 
Talks ae especially reliable. 

Thereafter, on the seme day, W.H. went to Wolzoganstrasse 
, ’in ZEHLENDOftF-West according to a directive issued to him at 
10 Bozen erstresse (at Wolzogenejfcrasse there wes obvloualy a 08 
compound with a road-block) .. There, W.H. had a ^conference with 
a man in civilian’ clothes called "Boss" by the persons who were 
present (this man' was rather stout and used to lift up one cor- 
ner of his mouth frequently^ He bad dark heir and spoke Soman 
fluently). He was Ijrisk and obviously be was somewhat angry. 

He declared that he"thought that the woman and the. children oonp 
corned could come immediately without any previous investigations 
Moreover, b« declared that such an affair was not his business, ■

15 OrP 4 August in the evening, the student BIECEEH left BERLIN 5 ' 

and arrived at T Ialka’s in M0LCHQ7 near NEUSHPPIN in t&e. morning 
on 6 August, BAEClCZE bad been contacted by TWEKICH2NS only, 
and not by #,B. 
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During the night from 6-7 August 1947, BAECXXE escorted 
Isifce to THttRICBlNS. There, W.H. met I sika on 7 August at 
0900 hours. 

Until 8 August in the c fternoon , W.H. spoke to Xsike se- 
veral times. Thorough security measures were continuously ob- 
served In order to avoid a possible observation.

; On 30 June 19-47, I elk a we, a working la her ofrice, the fine 
srt publishing house MOELLER, In kERMUETIBI near ALTRUPPIN , v.-hen 
a passenger car stopped In front of the office. Beside other 
persons, this oor was occupied by the woman teacher who lived 
at Isika' a In MOLCHQW. This ta'aoher asked Xsike to come out 
for a momait. At the car, Isika learned that the other oocupi- 
ants were a Soviet offloer la civilian clothes end a woman In- 
terpreter. They gave e' letter to laika in which lira. HILGER 
asked her daughter, Isikn, to come and see her. Isika could b 
come in this car without any danger. 

V Is ikw decided to-do so. She ask ed for permission to give 
word of her departure and to pick up her Jacket in^MOLGHOW. 
ifaa Soviet officer consented. Thereafter, they paesed through 
BERLIN, even through part of the US sector, 'jlfhen crossing the 
US sector, the Soviet officer was suite nervous. On the whole, 
this officer* and the woman Interpreter ware v^y polite a£d/ 
correct. In . spite of his obviously high rank, the officer was 
shabbily dressed. * for lnstence, he wore no socks and took off 
his shoes several times in the car. On the trip, the Russians 
drank lemonade repeatedly. -- 

The women interpreter had e tattoo on her lower eim. When 
talking ebout the tattoo, the interpreter called such £■> tattoo 
"painful, especially When 1S : was made against on a' a own wi c ll” 
(perhaps a fomer inmate of e concentration camp). *

The general started a conversation with Mery and IsiktJ 
laika spoke German although she understands Russian. By ijitar- 
celfcting the interpreter, isike wanted to geln time in order , 
to consider her Gnawers.

In case the EIREWEED people oennot contact the Informed 
DS personnel In Wolzogenetrssse, they will go to the LIMBEBQ 
family, living et 10 Frentzstrasse in LaSKVITZ,. They will not 
go 'to THIERICHSK* s apartment. As the situation is now, it is** 
unlikely that LIMBERGs are being observed by the Soviets already. 
Then, LliffiERC will send o ielegrmn to W.H. which says: "Stour 

(or three, referring to the number of persons) letters received. 
More documents are urgently needed." Thereupon , W. H. will no- 
tify tbie office. This office will make the necessary arrange- 
ments to have the FIRHVEED people picked up et LU4BERG' s.
